New York, April 2—Not In years 


has such excitement been created by 
the explosion of a bom'b as today has 
been stirred by the publication of the 
letter of Hurriman to Sidney "Webster 
in which Harriman 
declares

Roosevelt appealed to him to save the- 
Republican party 
from 
defeat in 


1904. 


Of great consequence is the atti- 


tude in which it places Mr. Roosevelt, 
who, on November 4, 1904, made the 
declaration that the charge made by 
Parker that the trusts were furnish- 
ing the Republicans with funds war 
"atrociously false." 


Harriman's letter states that the 


President appealed directly to him, 
and that he raised "the 3200,000 de- 
sir-ed to swing the vote of New York. 


Harrionan admits writing the let- 


ter. 


Washington,, April 2—B. H. Har- 


riman's letter written to "Webster, in 
which the railroad magnate says he 
raised $200,000 for the Republicans 
in 1904, at the request of Roosevelt, 
who promised to have Depew nameC 
as ambassador to France, has created 
a big stir. 


The President got a copy of the 


letter and Harriman's explanation to 


day. The sensation at the publication 
of the letter is greater because of the 
fight now on between Roosevelt anc 
the railroads.

PORT CAPTURED 


New Orleans, April 2.—The capture 


of Port Livingstone, Honduras, by Xic 
araguans, was reported by passengers 
of the steamer Harry T. Inge, which 
arrived here from Central American 
ports. Four Honduran soldiers were 
reported to have been killed in the 
fight and the defeated garrison num- 
bered about 200. No details about the 
the attacking force were obtained The 
capture was made March 28, and on 
the following day Hondurans, with 
about 100 reinforcements, made an un- 
successful attempt to recapture the 
port. 


Beatification of Pius IX. 


Rome, April 
2.—An ecclesiastical 


"process" looking to the beatification 
and finally the canonization of Pope 
Pius IX. who was elected in 1846 and 
died in 1878, has been begun in the 
diocese of Sinigaglia, where Pope Pius 
was born, and will be continued in the 
diocese of Imola, where he served as 
bishop. The "process" starts with in- 
quiries and the examination of wit- 
nesses. The entire proceedings are 
very long and in some cases last for a 
full century.
